You  will  hear  in  ihe  next  I'ew  weeks  of  student-athletes*  sacrifices. 
You  will  hear  that  players  are  tired.  You  will  hear  they  need  rest. 
You  will  hear  that  they  have  made  a  tremendous  commitment  to 
their  team's  success. 

But  far  from  the  bright  lights  and  big  money  of  the  Division  1 
men's  basketball  tournament,  there  are  players  who  have  made 
higger  .sacrifices,  players  who  truly  are  tired  and  need  a  rest  and, 
perhaps,  have  made  even  more  of  a  commitment. 

Roxbury  Community  College's  men's  basketball  team  is  a  perfect 
example.  The  Tigers  concluded  a  25-7  season  last  weekend  by 
finishing  third  in  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
Division  3  national  championships  in  Delhi,  N.Y. 

"The  biggest  difference,"  .says  forward  Sylvester  Mabry,  "is  that 
we  go  to  school  and  work  and  play  basketball.  They  just  go  to 
school  and  play  ball.  They  can't  work  because  they're  on 
scholarship,  but  still... I  wish  we  could  do  that." 

Mabry,  like  any  of  his  teammates  holds  a  part-time  job  while 
.illending  school  and  playing  ball. 

"It's  difficult,"  said  Mabry,  who  helped  lead  Madison  Park  to  the 
city  championship  in  1989.  "You  want  to  go  to  practice,  but  you 
have  to  work.  You're  learning  plays  on  a  whim.  This  is  a 
community  college,  so  you  don't  have  the  time  to  prepare  like  the 
other  schools." 

Roxbury  CC,  which  made  it  to  the  nationals  by  winning  its  first 
state  title  since  1 989,  lost  to  Gloucester  CC  of  Sewell,  N.J.,  in  the 
semifinals  but  came  back  to  win  the  third-place  game  against 
Jefferson  CC  March  9.  It  was  the  farthest  the  Tigers  had  ever  gone 
in  the  postseason. 

Mabry,  who  averaged  close  to  23  points  and  13  rebounds,  was 
named  All-New  England  and  will  earn  All-America  honors  as 
well  after  making  the  all-toumament  team,  but  the  6-foot-4-inch 
forward  was  quick  to  praise  guards  Ricky  Lambright  and  Darnell 
Rogers.  "You  need  great  guards,"  Mabry  said,  "They  opened  thing 
up  for  themselves,  and  that  helped  open  things  up  for  me  down 
low." 

After  and  8-14  season  a  ear  ago,  first  year  coach  Brian  Burton  saw 
a  team  with  one  returnee  develop  before  his  eyes.  Lambright,  a 
former  All-Scholastic  at  South  Boston,  and  Rogers,  who  played  at 
Brookline,  were  the  team's  glue,  but  the  Tigers  also  received  solid 
contributions  from  LeRoy  Silas,  Brent  Henry,  Derrick  Smith  and 
Darryl  George. 

"Every  piece  fit,"  Burton  said.  "A  big  reason  for  our  success  was 
our  discipline  on  and  off  the  court.  Roxbury  has  a  reputation  for 
being  undisciplined,  but  1  think  we  showed  this  year  that's  not 
true." 

Mabry  is  already  talking  about  next  year,  something  he  was  not 
doing  a  few  weeks  ago.  "Before  the  tournament,  I  wasn't  sure  if  I 
was  going  to  come  back,"  Mabry  said.  "But  now  that  I've  seen 
what  it's  all  about,  I  want  to  get  rid  of  that  sour  taste  I  have." 

"On  the  bus  back  home."  Burton  said,  "Ricky  Lambright  was 
saying,  'Hey,  we  did  all  right  for  a  team  with  no  scholarships.' 
There  was  a  lot  more  than  basketball  with  this  team.  We  had  to 
find  a  balance  of  basketball  and  the  other  things,  and  I  think  we 
found  that  midpoint."
